NEW BISHOPRIC OF ASSINIBOIA. 


The Bishop of Rupert's Land, in a let- 
ter to the Society for Promoting Chris- 
tian knowledge in England, has commen. 
| ded the claims of the diocese of Assini- 
| boia to support. He says: ‘‘I atn anxious 
| for the formation of a bishopric endew- 
|menut fund. A bishop cannot do with 
| leas than $3,000 a year. At present $40, - 
' 000 would do that, but this will not last; 
$50,000 should be raised."” The standing 
|committee of the society have given 
| notice that thia month they will propose 
|m grant of $10,000 towards the endow. 
ment of the diocese. The Society for the 
Propogation of the Gospel will no doubt 
give an equal amount, and the liberality 
of English churchmen qiil soon complete 
the balance. An appointment may, 
therefore, be looked for at an early date. 
Under the peculiar circumstances of the 
Diocese, considering that money and men 
are being sent out from England, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has been asked 
by the Provincial Synod to make the ap- 
pointment.' He will, ne doubt, be guided 
by the advice of the Bishop of Rupert's 
Land, The Church Missionary Society, 
in their appointments to Moosomin and
